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Autos Crash; 
One Killed- 
Three Hurt 

Bums And Injuries Of Local 
Boy May Prove 
Fatal 

Lloyd Wilson, 17, of 33 North 
Mountain Trail avenue, suffered 
possible fatal injuries last Satur¬ 
day night in an automobile acci¬ 
dent on Foothill boulevard that 
also resulted in the death of El¬ 
ton Key, also 17, of 3520 Brandon 
street, Pasadena. 

Occuring on Foothill Boulevard 
near Baldwin avenue, the acci¬ 
dent assertedly was due to faulty 
lighting on the Key machine, 
which was parked partly on the 
road. 

So serious were young Wilson’s 
injuries that he was still uncon¬ 
scious 48 hours after the accident. 
Physicians of the Monrovia hos¬ 
pital treated him for a skull frac¬ 
ture, shock and possible internal 
injuries. 

•’ According to police reports, a 
machine driven by Howard S. 
Gates, of 1458 Harding street, Al- 
tadena, crashed into the rear of 
Key’s car, which had just been 
undergoing repairs. 

Key, standing in front of the 
machine, cranking, was sprayed 
with gasoline when the crash oc- 
cured, and his clothing caught 
fire. 

Although suffering from a 
broken collar bone himself. Gates 
jumped from his machine and en¬ 
deavored to extinguish Key’s 
flaming clothes . 

Key's car, which was spun 
around, was completely destroyed 
by flames. It was so badly burned 
that investigating officers were 
unable to determine whether the 
rear lights were on at the time 
of the crash. They reported, how¬ 
ever, that a lantern had been 
tied to the back of the car. 

Key and young Wilson were re¬ 
moved to the Monrovia hospital 
by Arcadia police, in whose terri¬ 
tory the crash occured. Following 
his death Key’s body was taken 
to a Pasadena mortuary. 

Although in agony from his 
injuries. Key refu.sed to be taken 
to the hospital until Mrs, Gates, 
who was riding with her husband, 
had first been sent to the hospital 
where doctors treated her for two 
leg fractures. 

An inquest was held early this 
week, in which a coroners' jury 
absolved Gates of all blame. 
Young Key is .survived by his 
mother, father, four sisters and 
two brothers. Arrangements for ! 
the funeral have not been made i 
yet. I

In a general discuslson of | 
poetry, and its effects upon the 
people, Mr. Cheyney declared that 
the real thing is the poetic feel¬ 
ing people experience, whether 
they have the ability to express

"The poetic feeling is something 
which anyone may experience, I 
which, in fact, everyone ex- I 
periences when the beauty or the 
sadness of a moment grips one,” 
he said.

And Defended Before 
Junior Forum

StronR Sentiment .ViRiinsl 
War Shown In Consre- 
Iiational Ballotins 

Expressing themselves more 
definitely than upon any other 
question, members of the Con¬ 
gregational Church, and con- 
stituancies, in a plebiscite on war 
and peace were overwhelmingly 
in favor of government control of 
the munitions indu.stry. 

Nearly 150 members and non¬ 
members of the church cast their 
ballots November 10 on a list of 
questions ranging from extreme 
militarism and extreme pacifism 
Classification of the ballots has 
just been completed by Rev. -\r- 
thur O. Pritchard. 

The plobi.scite, being conducted 
throughout the country by the’ 
Council for Social Action of the 
Congregational Church, was said 
by Mr. Pritchard to be the first 
time any Christian church body- 
had sought to di.scover the mind 
of its members on the issues of 
international conflict. 

The ballot was taken principal¬ 
ly upon the following five ques¬ 
tions. Affirmative votes are given 

"I believe as a Christian I 
should bear arms or otherwise 
support—(1) Any war which the 
United States government may 
declare: Yes, 2. (2).Any war de¬ 
clared by the United States gov- j 
ernment against an international-1 
ly recognized aggres.sor: Yes 0 ' 
(3) Only a war declared by the 
United States government after I 
making utmost use of every agon- j 
cy for peace: Yes, 44. (4) Oily 
a war in which United States '.er- 
ritory has been invade'^ ■ Vn= 66 
(5) No war which the United 
States government may declare: 
Yes, 16. 

Some Idea of how the commu¬ 
nity is thinking about present 
warlike trends, comes from the 
figures .showing various age 
groups voting on the ballot. Only 
16 out of 143 persons voting were 
51 years of ago or over. Twenty- 
seven voting were between 15 
and 20; 18 were between 21 and 
.35; 33 were between 36 and 50 
Sixty-one men voted and 82 
women. 

The ballot also included seven 
other important questions. The 
vote follows: 

For active membership in the 


League of Nations: Yes 41, No

acreage, 
four major fruit crops with 
plantings of more than 100,000 
acres each, according to a census 
of groves and vineyards just com¬ 
pleted by the federal-state crop 
reporting service. 

Grapes top the list in the count 
of acres, with a total of 499,186 
acres devoted to vineyards, di¬ 
vided as follows: Raisin varieties, 
230,330 acres; wine grapes, 181,- 
578 acres, and table varieties, 
87,278 acres. The grape plant¬ 
ings have dropped off 136,278 
acres .however, during the past 
seven years, with the heavie.st de¬ 
cline in rai-sin varieties. 

Second in acreage, but first in 
income, orange groves total 211,- 
346 acnes, according to the fed¬ 
eral-state report, with 114,722 
acres devoted to Valencias and 
96,624 acres in Navels and other 
varieties. The area in production 
has increased nearly 27,000 acres 
during the seventeen year period 
studied. 

The California prune is third in 
line, with 166,104 acres (approxi¬ 
mately the same acreage reported 
in 1927), and peaches are fourth 
with 103,295 acres, about evenly 
divided between clingstones and 
freestones — -

first planting is not coming along 
as it should, it may be because 
you failed to dig the trench deep 
enough and to use sufficient ma¬ 
nure. The trench should have 
been at least 18 or 20 inches deep 
and filled with at least six inches 
of manure, then soil—and well 
.soaked before the peas went in. 

"But, try this before you give 
up. Try now deep trenching along 
side the rows you have planted, 
and slanting under them. Fill in 
under the rows with manure and 
.soak well. Also use liquid manure 
now and during blossoming. It 
not only may, but probably will 
save the day for you. 

"To make liquid manure fill a 
pail or old tub a third or half 
full of manure and then to the 
top with water. When it has stood 
a day or two pour off the liquid 
and use to water sweet peas, 
ferns, etc.” 

GARDEN NOTES 

The rains have started. Sow 
wild flower seeds on bare spots 
now and be wonderfully rewarded 
in the spring— about Wistaria 
Fete time—with gorgeous patches 
of color where there used to be 
weeds.

Indicative of the grreat diversi¬ 
fication in the California fruit in¬ 
dustry, the acreage census also 
recorded fifteen other fruit crops 
some with heavy acreages and 
and others in the first stages of 
development. 

In the citrus industry, the bear¬ 
ing acreage of grapefruit has 
doubled during seven years and 
now totals 12,648 acres, while 
lemons, with little change in 
acreage, account for 41,451 acres. 

Leading deciduous fruits, other 
than peaches, include apples, 41,- 
193 acres; apricots, 78,795 acres; 
cherries, 14,551 acres; pear.s, 68.-

You 
can tell by the ancient banks, 
now sun-baked mesas that coast 
away to the flat horizon. The 
mesas shelter the ranches that 
lie today where the deep water 
once flowed—and where strange 
ships most likely came and went 
above the present site of Vic¬ 
torville. Arthur Brisbane owns 
the biggest of these ranches—mile 
after mile of that green old river- 
bottom, mile after mile xmtil it 
seems you’d never pass it. And 
you wonder bow he can think of 
anything else with a ranch like > 
this on his hands. 

A blue-and-whito bus — New 
York. Chicago, Omaha, etc. — 
heads past on its way to L.A. 
Not a vacant seat. But the trip¬ 
pers look pie-eyed from too mucli 
scenery. There are always cars 
: —cars. Not once since leaving 
Sierra Madre have we been really 
' alone. And you wonder if, after 
' all, the depression isn’t just a bad 
' ; dream. Nine cars out of every 
• ten look new or almost. And they 
‘ all bum gas and ride on tires. 

Off to the north the High 
i Sierra shows mighty peaks —a 
' ' neat blue edging on a saffron 
; counterpane. Then Helendale, 

■ i Hodge, Lenwood -desert stations 

■ I —lonely as lightships off an un- 

■ ; populated coast, unless, of course, 

; you live there. Little houses built 
i of desert rocks, each rock with 

a color of its own. You can get 
^ along without geraniums when 
you’ve got rocks like that. 

I Barstow! You come on it all 
■ of a sudden, so to speak, over a 
bluff that oozes gore from a gash 
in its side. Don't shudder. That 
i gore, explains my gruide, happens 
j to be nothing else but raw red 
. silver—and silver going up. Yes. 

. sir. Hills around here just na- 
t turally oozing silver--and gold— 
g the way the Brea pits ooze tar. 
g Cars parked all along the wide 
main street of Barstow and in 
g front of the swell Beacon Tavern. 
. Just off the desert, with a cactus 
3 garden like Huntington's in front, 
g and the “Tavern" a hotel fit to 
a steal trade from the Ritz. 

, Yet, not so long ago, a leading 
. citizen tells us, Barstow’s business 
J future seemed practically hopeless. 

“Seems like yesterday,” he said, 
a “Every time we’d try to sell a 


lot to a stranger, right here on 
the main street, we’d jump so 
many jack rabbits the customer 
would duck. We chased those 
poor rabbits out. They kept on [ 
coming back. Finally, whenever a 
new prospect arrived, one of us 
would take him indoors and keep 
him entertained while the rest of 
the town got the rabbits on the 
run.” 

Not like that today. Everything 
booming. And the governor of 
California here, and a fomier gov¬ 
ernor, and a lot of other mighty 
ones from Sacramento, not to 
mention the swarm of publishers 
and newspaper editors. They’re 
registered at the Beacon- trans¬ 
continental pilots thank God for 
Baratow’s beacon in the desert 
night; and tonight there’ll be a 
banquet at Barstow’s other fam¬ 
ous hostelry, the Harvey House, 
down at the Santa Fe station. 

All these visitors look up Lloyd 
Tiernan—and Mrs. Tleman— as 
soon as they arrive.

I applauded. The poem, titled “To 
the Women of Italy,' 'says: 

“Your men are slowly sinking

So that Mussolini’s flag may 

fly 

Across a country not his to 
seize ? 

How vindicate these blasphe¬

When men are doomed like 
slaughtered herds! 

It is a woman’s time to cry; 

“No man shall make my child¬ 
ren die!” 

Mr. Cheyney retold an incident 
happening to him, which showed 
the general misunderstanding that 
e.xists between the man who de¬ 
votes himself to business, and the 
poet. 

“I was In a barber shop get¬ 
ting a haircut . . I do occasionally 
have my hair cut ...” he said, 
“and the barber said ‘what’s your 
line, friend.’ 

“ ‘I’m a poet,’ I answered. 

“His answer was typical. ‘My 
brother raises chickens, too,’ he 
said.” 

People today need more faith: 
and tolerance, not less, Cheyney; 
declared. There is too much 
skepticism. The world’s machinery ; 
seems to be running down, yet; 
it is not right to place the guilt i 
at the door of any one class. I 
Everybody alike Is to blame. I 
Nothing would be acomplished by 
abolishing all capitalists, or all 
soclalftts, or communists, he said.
